A spurious seed that is not likely 
|to.germincte has littloclance, now; 
adays of yinssing tho rigorous. testing. 
processes through which seeds must 
go before.being offered for sale. © 7! 

For tlio larger seuds, such as beans, 
peas, ov barley, weight and sizo are 
the esguntinls, and. they are first 
passed throngh a machine —which 
separates thum into three qualities. | 

The secds are fed on to a sieve with | 
a large mesh, which retains those that 
are too large, and passes ‘the fest on 
to a second sieve with a fine mesh, | 
which discards those that are too 
small, | 

The seeds which are of the correct 
size then pass into an opposing 
current of air, in which each of them 
remains suspended for the fraction of 
aseccond. The weight of the heavy’ 
seeds—those which will germinate+- 
overcomes the . resistance of the air, ' 
and they fall into the bin below ; the - 
lighter ones are Lown upwards 
through a vent into ancther bin, and , 
the very light ‘ blowings” are forced, 
into a higher vent acd cartied away. | 
Another very ingenious machine 
for eliminating impurities and for 
sorting secds, euch as teres, from oats,’ 
conists of o broad canvas band inclin- 
ed at an angle and moving upwards 
over rollers.
